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VBT Board approves four-year 
AFSCME contract on 5-2 vote

On a vote of 5-2, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees approved the four-year 
contract with township employees who are 
represented by the American Federation of 
State, County, and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME) union. 

The contractruns from Jan. 1,2019 through 
Dec. 31, 2022. A budget implication was 
noted on the agenda item as 2% for four 
elected officials and approximately 10 
salaried employees for the update to the 
benefits manual. 

Among other changes, wages will 
increase 2% each year of the four-year 
contract, except for account clerks who get 
73 cents per hour increase the first year and 
then the 2% for the years after that. 

The vote on the contract was after an hour- 
long closed-door session at the beginning 
of the Jan. 15 regular meeting. 

Trustees Reggie Miller and Paul White 
voted no. 

Trustee Miller said she voted no about the 
process. She said her job as a trustee is to 
oversee the process and ask questions. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara had 
cancelled the Jan. 14 work/study session 
for lack of agenda items. He explained 
they didn’t get the AFSCME contract that 
was approved by the union until after the 
work/study was cancelled, so he planned 
a closed-door session to consider the 
contract at the beginning of the regular 
meeting. Then they could act on it during 
the regular meeting. 

The contract negotiators included 
Treasurer Sharry Budd and Clerk Leon 
Wright and they both defended the contract. 

Treasurer Budd said the negotiation was 
in harmony on both sides and the union has 
ratified the contract. 

Clerk Wright said the contract was 
negotiated in good faith. 

“We’ve had tremendous growth with the 
way we negotiate contracts,’ Wright said. 
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“We need to improve our process so 
the board members feel more included,” 
said Trustee Sherry Frazier. “I would 
have preferred not to have the work/study 
canceled yesterday.” She said if they had 
the closed-door session on Monday, it 
would have given them time to think over

Sumpter Twp. 
backs off move to 
fire Independent 


An agenda item was before the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees at Tuesday’s 
regular meeting, put on by Supervisor 
John Morgan, to change its newspaper of 
record from the Independent to Associated 
Newspapers, which publishes The Eagle. 

After a long, feisty discussion in the work/ 
study session, Trustee Oddy, one of the 
supporters of the move, asked the item be 
deleted from the agenda. 

Dave Willett, owner of Associated 
Newspapers, had been invited to speak 
and he told the story of his family and 
the newspaper and how he would make 
them happy if the board made The Eagle 
newspaper of record. 

But resident, after resident spoke of the 
Independent’s value to the community and 
festering issues in the township. “You have 
issues here that have nothing to do with 
me,” Willett said. “Putting this out for bids 
is a waste of time,” adding the Independent 
would underbid them and keep its agreement 
in place. 

Mary Sherwood said she loves the 
Independent and it tells everything that’s 
going on in Belleville. She said if the 
editor got bad information and printed it, 
“a mistake is not a criminal offense.” The 
answer to the problem is to do good things 
and “maybe Rosemary would like us and 
maybe she would say good things about 
us...We love one another in Sumpter. We 
even love Rosemary ... Remember what the 
people of the township think,” she told the 
board. And the board dropped its plan.

Keystone Charter Academy and the 
Belleville Area District Library were the 
first taxpayer-funded organizations to 
respond to our Freedom of Information Act 
request for the salaries it paid employees for 
2018. Actually, Keystone gave us salaries 
as of Jan. 1, so I guess that is close enough. 
These two always come in first. 

We print these each January/February so 
local taxpayers can see what their money is 
buying. They can decide if it seems like too 
much or not enough. They also can decide 
what they want to do about it and, maybe, 
decide to run for office to help make 
decisions up-close and personal. 

There are six taxpayer-funded units in our 
48111 coverage area that must respond to 
FOIAs. The 34" District Court is not under 
FOIA. 

We’ve been informed that Van Buren 
Township and the Van Buren Public Schools 
will have their salaries ready by Feb. 1 and 
Sumpter will have its ready by Feb. 4. The 
City of Belleville is having Plante Moran 
work on it and did not give an estimate as 
to when it will be done. 

Diane Madigan is compiling the salaries 
to make them suitable for publication, so 
after we get the information, it will take a 
little time to get them in shape.

District Courts across Michigan are 
celebrating the 50" 
anniversary of district 
courts in the state. 
The first district courts 
officially opened on 
Jan. 1, 1969. 

The Michigan State 
Constitution of 1963, 
which took effect Jan. 
1, 1964, abolished the offices of circuit 
court commissioner and justice of the peace 
at the expiration of five years from the date 
this constitution becomes effective. 

One of the main differences between the 
district court system and the municipal 
courts which preceded it is the requirement 
that the judge be a lawyer. Previously, 
justices of the peace and those presiding 
over municipal courts did not have to be - 
which lives on in the practice of appointing 
magistrates. 

(At the 34" District Court one of our 
magistrates is a lawyer and one isn’t.) 

At the beginning of 1969, 34 district 
courts opened up with 150 district court 
judges. Of those, 124 had been elected the 
previous November and 26 were incumbent

the vital issues before they had to vote on it. 

She said with a closed-door session 
followed by the vote, “You expect us to 
vote on this lickety-split... We need time to 
digest it...” 

Miller said with her no vote she is letting 
the public know this was not done right, 
going from the closed session to the board 
meeting to a vote. 

“I’m in complete agreement with Trustees 
Frazier and Miller,” Trustee White said. He 
said the board has to consider the work 
force and finances of the township and, 
“We could have had time to read and study 
this first. 

“Our basic responsibility is the financial 
condition of the township,” White said. 

He also said it was the process that he was 
voting against, not what is in the contract, 
and he was almost positive it would pass 
anyway. 

“We should never, ever be given something 
and then 30 minutes later vote on it,” White 
said. “I would hope to not have something 
like this happen again.” 

Trustee Kevin Martin said there is no 
reason to vote against it, since it was 
negotiated in good faith and, “We are the 
guardians of the money.” 

“The process is the supervisor is not 
keeping the board informed,” Frazier said. 
She recalled at a previous meeting, the 
supervisor “sat on something” and didn’t 
tell the board about it. 

Both Supervisor McNamara and Trustee 
Martin called out “point of order” because 
the previous issue was not what was on the 
agenda. 

“One example is that no trustees were 
informed of the cancellation of the work/ 
study and found out by themselves,” Trustee 
Frazier continued talking. “We’d have a 
more cohesive board if the board feels they 
have impact to township business...” 

Clerk Wright said he didn’t want anyone 
thinking the process is wrong. He said he, 
Treasurer Budd and the Human Resources 
Director negotiated with AFSCME 
representatives. He said only the TAs 
(tentative agreements) were brought into 
the closed session. 

“The reason we didn’t have the work/ 
study session was because of a lack of

agenda items,” Wright said. He said the 
contract was ratified on Wednesday and 
they found out after they canceled the 
meeting. “That’s why we had the closed 
session today,” he said. “There was nothing 
out of the ordinary.” 

Trustee Martin and Treasurer Budd 
called the question, so the vote would be 
taken, but Supervisor McNamara said he 
doesn’t allow anyone to call the question 
until everyone on the board is given the 
opportunity to speak twice. 

Miller repeated that she is uncomfortable 
with a closed session and then to come out 
and vote with no time to review. 

White said he doesn’t think anything as 
important as an AFSCME contract for four 
years should be presented and then voted on 
at once. The supervisor should give them at 
least overnight to consider it, he said. 

Budd said the contract was in the board 
packet on Friday and they could have 
reviewed that. 

Then the vote was taken and Miller and 
White voted no. 

White said under Robert’s Rules of Order, 
a person cannot just call out “call the 
question” but has to be recognized first, has 
to have the floor. 

“You can use this to keep minority 
members from giving their opinion,” White 
said. 

Supervisor McNamara said, “You 
made me change.” He said the chair now 
determines if you’re out of order. 

“I didn’t want that power. I voted against 
it,’ McNamara said. 

Miller said White was absolutely right 
and you have to have the floor to call point 
of order. 

In other business at the Jan. 15 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the reappointment of Ronald 
Merritt to the Environmental Commission 
with a term to expire Oct. 1, 2021; 

e Approved amending the 2019 budget 
to reallocate $367,899 from the Equipment 
Replacement Saving into Capital Outlay to 
purchase the board-approved 2018 Spartan 
Fire Engine. McNamara said they saved 
$50,000 by buying the engine last month 
and paying for it this month; 

e Heard Sharon Peters, president of the 
Belleville Area District Library Board, 
thank board members for their personal 
donations to the library. She also invited

In other business at the Jan. 16 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Approved paying $5,000 for a half- 
page advertisement to promote the city in 
the Detroit Tigers Yearbook, with DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson saying she 
sent the advertising proposal from the 
Tigers on to the Van Buren Township 
DDA, the Van Buren Public Schools, and 
Sumpter Township, to see if they would 
like to participate, too. The Detroit Tigers 
will be contacting businesses in the area to 
advertise “how wonderful this community 
is” in the yearbook, which is sold at Tiger 
games and throughout the area. “There’s 
no way to track how many businesses 
come and people move here because of 
the advertising,’ Thompson said. DDA 
member Jason Mida said the yearbook is a 
very nice document and will give the city’s 
story to a different group of people. He said 
it is sold throughout the season. Thompson 
said she wants to make the decision on an 
advertising format in early February, “so 
we can make it nice.” Chairwoman Loria 
said it would be nice if they could include 
a picture of the ballfields in the township; 

e Heard Thompson explain Public 
Act 57 of 2018 that has recodified Tax 
Increment Financing requirements. She 
said the Belleville DDA has 180 days from 
the end of its fiscal year in June to be in 
compliance. She said public information 
sessions for taxing jurisdictions are 
required and DDA members suggested 
those meetings be in March or April and 
then in October.

people to be better informed on what was 
happening. When the first firing started on 
Main Street last year, Mida said his renters 
flipped out and started stacking stuff 
against the door. “It’s a sad part of these 
times,” he said of the reaction. “We have to 
let people know.” 


The DDA also discussed the following 
possible projects: 

e Repair or replacement of the light pole 
at Hayward’s since it keeps being hit in 
accidents. “As soon as we replace that 
light, it gets hit,’ Thompson said. There 
are no police reports on those responsible; 

e Streetscape fencing repair at Sam’s 
Place. There is a police report on the 
incident; 

e Tree replacement at Liberty Street 
parking lot. Police have a contact for the 
driver who hit two trees; 

e DTE energy audit of street lighting. 
Thompson said the LED lights had a 
payback of eight years and it’s been six 
years and the DDA is still paying more; 

e Replace broken kayak launch parts at 
Horizon Park this spring and determine 
security for the site; 

e Look into having a policy or ordinance 
for food trucks and pop-up businesses; 

e Iron Belle Trail through the city. It had 
been expected to come into the city on 
the east, at Edgemont Street, on E. Huron 
River Drive, and go through the city on 
the existing sidewalks and roadway of 
Huron River Drive, where it would exit on 
the west, heading to Washtenaw County. 
Thompson said they have been talking with 
an engineer and maybe the route could go 
up North Liberty Street or Charles Street, 
so bikers could see the lake. Belleville 
is partnering with Van Buren Township 
on the trail route. They are three or four 
months away from a public presentation; 

e Plan another coffee event or other retail 
target; 

e Expand the streetscape to side streets 
with banners, decorations, planters and 
other amenities for businesses on side 
streets; 

e Recruit a canoe/kayak rental business; 

e Get Wi-Fi for downtown; 

e Get legal input on the facade program 
and assist downtown businesses with the 
promotional activities; 

e Decide how they want Fourth Street 
to look after the library is completed and 
coordinate with the museum; 

e Look into research grants for a 
community events pavilion on Fourth 
Street with input from groups who put on 
events; and 

e Consider waterfront dock improvements, 
so boaters can tie up safely and visit 
downtown businesses.

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Sumpter records show Lominac Sr. will assist Lominac Jr. on table

A resident questioning the construction of 
the new $6,500 Sumpter Township board 
table on Jan. 16, reportedly was told by 
Sumpter Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis 
that the Independent made a mistake in 
printing that Jeffrey Lominac, Sr. and 
Jeffrey Lominac, Jr. will build the table. 

The board’s Jan. 8 motion to approve 
the contract for the table named Jeffrey 
Lominac, Jr. as doing the work and he 
signed the contract on Nov. 19, 2018. 

But, at the Jan. 8 Sumpter Township 
Board meeting, Lominac, Sr. did all the 
talking about the project and Lominac, Jr. 
sat silently next to him. 

In the backup information on the agenda 
item, not provided to the Independent until 
after deadline for last week’s paper, Deputy 
Supervisor Armatis wrote, “Senior will be 
assisting Junior on this project.” 

She also pointed out both Jr. and Sr. 
live in Sumpter Township and she wrote 
“Both gentlemen are carpenters. Senior 
is retired. Senior did the church pews for 
Tom Monahan’s Ava [sic.] Maria church in 
Florida, (pictures attached).” 

She said the Lominac table is “a Frank 
Lloyd Wright inspired design.” 

Armatis also wrote, in her Dec. 18, 2018, 
memo, “We have had numerous people out 
to look and measure to submit bids on this 
project and all but these two said project 
was too big.” The estimated size of the 
table is more than 20 feet long. 

She referred to a price quote from Arnold 
Reception Desks in Irvington, NJ, who gave 
a price of $11,845 for the council chamber 
desk in three, straight-angled sections, and 
then added $2,260 for shipping the finished 
project to Michigan in wooden crates. The 
three sections would have to be connected 
with included hardware. 

Arnold also gave a price quote for two 
separate attorney desks with casters, for 
$2,725 each. Most local municipal boards 
do not have their attorneys sitting at the 
board table with the elected officials, like 
Sumpter does, and would need separate

Armatis pointed out in her memo to the 
board that the Arnold “bid” is for “just 
building the dais” and the sections were 
to be “shipped here and we would have to 
assemble.” 

She ended her memo with: 
“Recommendation is for Lominac bid.” 

At the Jan. 8 meeting, Lominac, Sr. said 
Sumpter Township will be providing a 
building for them to work in to construct 
the desk. 

The construction contract with Lominac, 
Jr., has “N/A” in the line for the contractor 
to affirm he had insurance coverage for 
“injury to its employees and any others 
incurring loss or injury as a result of the 
acts of the Contractor or its employees and 
subcontractors.” 


The contract requires the township to pay 
Lominac, Jr. $1,000 down for “living cost 
and travel, etc.” 

The contract says, “Jeff Lominac may 
engage subcontractors to perform work at 
its discretion, hereunder, provided Sumpter 
Township shall fully pay said subcontractor 


and in all instances remain responsible for 
the proper completion of this Contract.” 

The Michigan Department of Licensing 
and Regulatory Affairs has no listing of 
a Residential Builders license for either 
Lominac, Sr. or Jr.
